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And Only One to Reach an Agreement 
Between Senators. 


A COMPROMISE MUST BE PROPOSED. 


Several Conferences of Senators 
Held Yesterday. 


AND THIS 1S THE WAV THEY FUT IT 


The House Will Agree to Any Compromise 
Passed by the Senate--Wash- 
ington Gossip Generally. 


Washinzton, October 15.—(Special.j— 
Several conferences of senators were held 
today. But one sentiment was expressed— 
there was but one way to reach an agree- 
ment. A compromise must be proposed in 
the shape of an amendment and a vote be 
had upon it in the senate. 

It Las developed that the democrats can- 
not agree upon neutral grounds. A caucus 
would be useless, because fully a dozen 
senators say they will attend, but will not 
be bound by it. Many of them have opin- 
ions of their own, and Dold to them with 
stubbornness. 

Thus the leaders think ihe only way to 
@ettie it is to introduce several of the pro- 
posed plans of compromise as amendments 
and persuade all senators to agree to vote 
upon them. In this way they believe the 
deadlock can be broken and the probiem 
solved by the adoption of a compromise 
that wil! be fair to all sides. It seems, 
however, that ho compromise can receive 
the unanimous vote of the senate. The 
feeling is too bitter for that. 

Tomorrow a compromise, 4s an amend- 
ment, will, perhaps, be introduced. It has 
been agreed upon by many senators. In 
general terms it provides for the repeal 
of the Sherman act, to take place four 
years hence: the purchase of silver bul- 
lion béing, in the meantime, reduced to 
something like 2,000,000 ounces a month; 
an amendment to the law of 1875, au- 
thorizing the secretary of the treasury to 
issue bonds so that such bonds shall be 
redeemable five years from date, and that 
the interest shall not exceed 31-2 per cent; 
the retirement of all treasury and other 
notes below $10 in value when 
they shail come into the treas- 
ury in the ordinary course of 
business and the substitution therefor otf 
silver certificates or coined silver; the bul- 
lion noW in the treasury anid the seignorage 
to be coined for this purpese. This propo- 
sition may be accepted, aud it may not. 
Everything depends upon the humor of 
individnal senators. 

Whatever compromise passes the senate 
will have smooth sailing in the house. That 
body will; perhaps, agree to it in a yery 
short time. The house wants to take 
month's recess. lt is decTHed!y in the buwmor 
for a recess, and, just as soon as the 
senate agrees and the house adopts the 
compromise, a recess resolution will prob- 
ably be adopted and congress will take a 
month’s rest. 

They Wers Fatigued, 


When the senate adjourned at 5 o'clock 
When the senate adjourned at 5 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon, afte: having been in 
almost continuous session since 11 o'clock 
Wednesday morning, the average senator 
Wore a2 woe-begone expression, which it is 
difficult to describe. They appeared very 
much like a crowd coming home from an 
all-day picnic. Not one of thei had the 
energy to walk to his hotel or residence. 
Mr. Voorhees had simply gone to pieces. 
Poor old man! Had it continued through 
another night he would probably not have 
survived. The Indianian is a grand old 
nan. His heart has never been in this 
tight. He was drawn intoit. He believed 
his honor to be at stake after he entered 
it and he has fought as vigorously as the 
most heroic warrior. He now really has 
but two men with him-—-Vilas, of Wisconsin, 
and White, of Louisiana. Mills, Gordon, 
Lindsay and McPherson pretend to be with 
hin, but they, like every other man in the 
senate, would probably like to see the fight 
ended now by the adoption of a compromise 
measure. 

The republicans don’t like this fight at all. 
Though the majority of them have been 
standing by Mr. Voorhees they know a 
compromise is likely to come at any minute 
and feel that they will not be considered in 
framing it. The silver republican senators 
have notified the southern democrats that 
they will agree to any compromise accepted 
by Senators Morgan, Harris and their fol- 
lowers. ‘They say the southern men have 
stood manfully by them and they will fol- 
low wherever the southerners lead. 
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The Physical Endurance Farce. 


There has been no time in the history 
of the senate when the “physical en- 
durance”’ test has proven sanuything other 
than 4 faree. The republicans tried it to 
pass the force bill, but they failed. It 
has been tried on many other occasions, 
and each time it hes failed. As Senator 
‘Teller said in his speech on Friday after- 
noon the senate is the only body under this 
government where the rights of the minor- 
ity are respected. ‘The founders of the 
constitution intended it that the minority 
should have the right in the senate to pre- 
Vent the adoption of what they believed 
to be obnoxious legislation. The senate 
is supposed to be composed of men who 
will not take advantage of this right ex- 
cept upon extraordinary occasions. This 
has been an extraordinary occasion, and the 
country will approve the act of the minor- 
ity. It is, indeed, a recognized fact that 
the great mass of people of this country 
are opposed to the uneoniitional repeal of 
the Sherman law. They want the law re- 
peaied; everybody wants it repealed; but 
not unconditionally. The continued use 
and coinage of silver as « money metal in 
this country should be provided for, but in 
a manner where it can be put on a basis 
of parity with gold. 

These continued sessions of the senate 
have been looked upon by the general pub- 
lie here in Washington as a show. Day 
and night the galleries have been crowded 
aud the capitol corridors filled with people 
Viewing the proceedings and discussing the 
outcome. From the very start, at mid- 
night, on Wednesday, a majority of sena- 
tors were sorry they had tried it.  LEvery 
one realized that it must be without re- 
sults and each senator in his own heart 
recognized it to be a farce. It never was 
a test of endurance between the repealers 
and the anti-repealers. ‘The anti-repealers 
have not been subjected to the straiy. They 
have been able to go off and sleep while the 
, Tepealers have been forced to remain awake 
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answer the various roll calls for a 
quorum. It has been merely a test of the 
amount of suffering the repeal forces could 
endure in support of their faith, or more 
properly the administration. 

It has been like the self-inflicted torture 
of a religious fanatic to appease the imag- 
inary anger of his god, and during the late 
hours of the ordeal the evidence of the 
suffering endured became painful to the 
Witnesses assembled to witness the sacri- 
five. It has really been sad to witness the 
woe-begone appearance and collapsed. con- 
dition of some of the old senators. They 
have walked about with trembling legs and 
unsteady steps, as pale as death. It is 
not probable that they will attempt another 
such contest for vears to come. 

This contest of “physical endurance” has 
developed the physical weakness of some 
senators and the remarkable strength and 
endurance of others. 

Senator Allen, of Nebraska, exhibited a 
feat of “physical endurance’ whieh it was 
not ‘believed any livng man could exhibit. 
lor tifteen consecutive hours he held the 
floor of the senate delivering a speech. It 
is true he was interrupted often and occa- 
sionally would have the clerk read extracts, 
Which would give him a few minutes’ rest 
in his chair, but for fully thirteen hours of 
the fifteen he was upon his feet talking. 
And as strange as it may seem when he 
run out of ideas and printed material and 
stopped, he seemed physically as fresh as 
When he began. 

Senator Stewart, of Nevada, a 
nearly seventy years of age, though phy- 
sically a giant, also exhibited wonderful 
powers of endurance: having occupied the 
floor eight hours Thursday evening and up 
to the time of adjournment Friday morning. 
He then resumed the floor at 11 o'clock 
Friday and continued his speech until late 
Friday evening. 

Senators Woleott and Dubois have been 
on hand all the time during the day and 
night sessions. But they are Young men 
and have simply acted as sentinels. They 
have been on hand to eall for the presence 
of a quorum and in other little ways to 
relieve, for a time, the speakers. 

An Incident of Friday Night. 

The most childish performance the senate 
has been guilty- of during this long silver 
fight was the proceedings against Senator 
Dubois, who declined to vote on a motion 
as to whether the clerk could read a paper 
presented by Mr. Peffer. ‘This incident 
cnused the senate to get into such a tangle 
that Senator Voorhees had «to move an 
adjournment Triday night. It was mid- 
night. and the senate was in a very bad 
humor, caused partially by loss of sleep 
on the-part of individual senators and by 
the effect of stimulants upon others. Sen- 
ator White, of Louisiana, displayed much 
temper. fle was vigorous in his denuneia- 
tion of the senate for allowing a senator 
to sit upon the floor in silence during a roll 
ell. He deelared that the senator from 
Idaho should be expelled for not perform- 
ing ‘this duty, and eried that, in net doing 
it, the honor and character, which had 
been a proud garment of the senate for 
many years, was now being dragged down 
into the mire and dust. 

Sut for Senator Voorhees’s motion to 
adjourn, this utterance, on the part of the 
Louisiana senator, would have led to a 
debate which might have disgraced the 
seuate even imore than its farcical pro- 
ceedings of the past three or four days. 

Yesterday morning. after a lot of wrang- 
ung and debate over points of onmler, the 
‘senate adepted a motion declining to ex- 
euse Senator Dubois for not voting. Then 
Senator Gray demanded that his name be 
called. It was called. Mr. Dubois was 
present, but he still refused to answer. 
Though the senate refused to excuse him, 
it had no power to do anything further. 
It could have passed a resolution censuring,

_or it could have expelled him; but no sen- 


ator offered such a motion, and the pro- 

ceeding simply fell to the ground. It was 

a farce. Everybody knew it was a farce. 

It ended a farce, and the debate went on. 
. How Matters &tap. 

The situation in the senate does not seem 
to be thoroughly understood by the country. 
Under the rules of the senate no question 
can be voted on except by unanimous con- 
sent. The rules provide that every ques- 
tion shall be debated just as long as any 
individual senators cares to discuss it. The 
rules were framed in order to provide for 
the protection of the minority when vic- 
ious legislation was proposed. Though a 
majority of the senfte is to all outward ap- 
pearances in favor of the passage of the 
unconditional repeal bill a large minority 
look upon it as vicious legislation, which is 
opposed by a majority of the people of this 
country. They, therefore, believe they are 
right in resorting to any tactics to prevent 
its adoption without amendment in aeccord- 
ance with the wishes of the great mass of 
the American people. The leaders of the mi- 
hority know that at heart a majority of the 
senate is not in favor of the passage of this 
bill. Undue influence has been brought to 
bear upon many senators—and senators, 
xou know, hHke other men, are sometimes 
weak. 

The minority senators being opposed to 
a single gold standard, and knowing that 
such will result from the passage of this 
bill without amendiment, declare that’ it 
shall not pass in its present form. They 
are, therefore, taking advantage of their 
rights under the rules to force coneessions 
in favor of the declarations of the demo- 
cratic platform. They are determined that 
the platform shall not be overturned and 
from present indications they will succeed. 

The developments of the eontest since it 
started Wednesday show that the silver 
men can prevent action indefinitely. These 
all night sessions are decidedly moré wear- 
ing upon the repeal senators than upon the 
silver men. ‘The repeal senators must re- 
main in the senate chamber in order to 
muintain a quorum. It is never necessary 
for more than three or four st!ver senators 
to be present. The contest may run along 
for several days—possibly a week or two— 
but the indications are that a compromise 
should result this week. It all depends 
upon the temper of individual senators. 
Some of them are very headstrong, but the 
time must come when they will regain eom- 
posure and then the matter will be settled 
very soon. 

Between Ransom and Vance. 

The fight over the confirmation of Kope 
Elias for collector of internal revenue of 
North Carolina, has reached a stage where 
it must eventually mean victory for one of 
the North Carolina senators and defeat for 
the other. Senator Ransom is urging his 
confirmation. Senator Vance declares that 
he shall not be confirmed, the latter holding 
that Elias is his political enemy and has 
been endeavoring to injure him in the 
state. The matter has reached such a staga 
before the senate that yesterday a resolu- 
tion was passd authorizing the finance com- 
mittee to send for persons and papers, at 
the expense of the senate, in order to in- 
vestigate the matte’ Mr. Elias and many

HOW IT CAME ABOUT 


That Dom Pedro Was Compelled to 
Step Down and Ont, 


AND A REPUBLIC FORMED IN BRAgIL 
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The Emperor Angered the Planters 
by Abolishing Slavery. 


THEIR SONS WERE IN THE ARMY

And at the First Chanoe Revolted—And 
Dona Isabel Caused Contempt by 
Obeying an Italian FPriost.

New York, October 15.—By a New 
Yorker, long a resident in Brazil, who 
lately returned from Rio de Janeiro, the 
following statement was made yesterday: 

“Sone of the most striking facts, having 
a direct and vital relation to the condition 
of affairs in Brazil, have been strangely 
omitted from every newspaper account thus 
far published of the causes leading to the 
revolt against the republic. 

“In order that they may be understood, 
a brief reference to some of the incidents 
connected with the deposition of Dom Pe- 
dro is necessary. In January, 1892, I had 
an interview with Manuel Beodore de lon- 
seca at the little village of Ijuca in the 
mountains, about eight miles back of Rio, 
and a favorite resort of the wealthy res- 
idents of the capital during the yellow 
fever season. He talked to me freely of 


‘the stirring scenes in which be had acted 


sy conspicuous a part and declared that it 
was the saddest day of his life when he 
was forced to choose between his affection 
for his imperial master and his fidelity to 
the army. Dom Pedro had raised him to 
the rank of general for his skillful conduct 
and superb daring during the Paraguayan 
war. Gratitude for that distinction and 
respect for the character of the emperor 
drew him in one direction, while a hearty 
sympathy with the republican view of his 
associates urged him in the opposite one. 
Thus force of circumstances and the inev- 
itable drift of events decided the issue for 
him. The empire fell and Ionseca as- 
sumed the direction of affairs. 

“There were two main causes operating 
to bring about the revolution. The rich 
planters had become alienated from the 
throne by Dom Pedro's decree abolishing 
slavery, and as the sons of many of these 
nen were officers in the army, that body 
only awaited a good pretext to turn ugainst 
him. Sueh a pretext was furnished when 
he issued his fatal order directing the 
troops to retire into the interior. A coun- 
vil was immediately assembled, at which 
it was resolved to disobey the order, and 
from that act of disobedience it was. an 
easy and a natural step to the deposition 

f the euperor. 

siona Ieabel’s Penance. 

“The other cause was the popular hatred 
of the Jesuits. Dona Isabel, Dom Pe- 
dro’s daughter, bad excited contempt and 
indignation by submitting to a penalty in- 
posed upon her by an Italian = priest to 
whom gie had confessed some venial sin. 
He required her to scrub the floor of the 
ehurch known as the Campanhia. The 
probability of her succession, if the empire 
lasted, stimulated the spirit of rebellion 
and was a potent factor in precipitating 
the final catastrophe. 

“The republic, so-called, which st.eceeded 
Was a republic in name only. Jt was es- 
tublished.by men, who not only licked any 
true conception of what constitutes a re- 
publican government, but who were deficient 
in the wisdom, patriotism and integrity 
necessary to establish one. It brought into 
popular parlance the maxim ‘Everybody 
for himself,” and that maxim has been the 


guiding principle of the leaders in Bra- | 


zilian affairs ever since the departure of 
Dom Pedro. The republic is, in reality, 
a dictatorship, sinte the most important 
laws and ordinances have no higher sanc- 
tion than the decree of the president. 

“One of the first acts of Fonseca, as head 
of the provisional government, had the ef- 
fect of arousing animosity, which, in con- 
junction with other causes, at last culmi- 
mated in the Mello rebellion. He doubted 
the strength of the army and increased 
the pay of its officers. 

How Mellv Became Popular. 
“The bond of sympathy between Admiral 


Mello and the malcontents in Rio had its. 


origin in the following circumstances: Dom 
Pedro had alienated the navy by the appoint- 
ment ot Admiral Lardace, radical, as his 
minister of marine. When Custu- 
dio Melle Visitag Chile, the year before, in 
command of the wooden vessels Marante 
Dardosse, he invited Dom Augustino, the 
grandson of the emperor, to accompany 
him as his guest. They were entertained 
in great style by the Chileans, and Mello 
returned those civilities by giving several 
balls and dinners aboard his ship. The ex- 
peuses thus incurred for the sake of his 
distinguished guest amounted to $2,500. 
Huis expenditure the minister of marine re- 
fused to sanction, and Mello was obliged 
to foot the bill out of his own pocket. The 
minister, by this action, incensed the whole 
navy. Quintino Boscayuva, editor of The 
Opair, ihe leading paper of Kio, bitterly 
attacked Lardace, declaring that the ration 
was disgraced by his refusal to honor a 
bill incurred under such circumstances. 
His criticisms had a great effect on the 
public mind, and Mello was reimbursed by 
means of a popular subscription. 
‘“‘Boscayuva thus became the hero of the 
naval party in Rio, and when Peixoto de- 
posed I’onseca, who had honored Boseayuva 
in making him minister of foreign affairs, 
he thereby arrayed that party against his 
administration.”

PeIXOTO'S DECREE. 
Depriviog All of DeMello’s Fleet the Protec- 
tion of the Brazilian Flag. 
Washington, October 15.—At a 
last night Seeretary Gresham received a de. 
cree issued by l’resident Peixoto, of Brazil. 
It recites that the national flag is the syimbo! 
of the lawful personality of the union and 
the country’s national sovereignty and that 
vessels are only permitted to carry the flag 
under Jawful conditions; that a part of the 
vessels of the national navy have captured 
others In commerce, have armed them as ves- 
seis of war, and have, since September 6th, 
committed acts of hostility against the consti- 
tutional government, the inoffensive populace 
and public and private property, continuing 
to use the uational Hag committing these 
criminal acts under it; that it belongs to the 
executive to maintain the personality of the 
republic before the law of nations and to gnard 
the national flag. A decree is, therefore, made 
depriving of the privileges and _ protec- 
tion of the national flag. all vessels of war 
under command of Rear Admiral Custodie Jose 
DeMello, which have been in revolt in the bay 
of Rio de deneiro against the constitution 
and lawful authority of the republic; and 
the merchant vessels,-armed by the rebeis 
and all other vessels in their service; the for-

tifleations which are taking part in the re- 
velt. aud such vessels and such fortifications 
as may from this time join the rebels.

GERMAN POLITICS. 


' The Financial Proposals of the Government 


Will soon Be Keady. 

Berlin, October 15.—(Copyright, 1893, by 
the United Press.}—Semn-otticial newspapers 
say that the tinancial proposals of 
government will ve laid before the reichstag¢ 
When the deputies reassemble, on November 
20th. These proposals are said to be suen 
as will command money for the army bill. 
After they shall have been passed, the 
deputies will be expected to consider re- 
forms which the emperor has long had at 
heart. 

It is only just to say that this belief in 
future success is really entertained im 
government circles, although every week 
brings an increase of power to the 
agrarians, «lericals and radicals, who form 
the opposition. The associations of to- 
bacco manufacturers, wine growers and 
wine merchants are holding meeting after 
meeting to protest against the impending 
tax, and are subscribing funds to sustain 
the popular will and canse ferment against 
the government. Conservative organs, like 
The Kreuz Zeitung, predict the fali of 
Chancellor von Caprivi to be jnoevitable. 
while the national liberal dailies admit that 
the suceess of the taxation bill is doubtful. 
lhe strength of the government ultimately 
wi'l rest only on the possibility of the 
opposition agreeing on some financial policy. 

The army bill having become a law. the 
depnties mast find the supplies and say 
where the revenue can be found under the 
sources sn¢gested in Dr. Miquel’s seheme. 
No alternative plan has been even hinted 
af,and # will baffle the onposition leaders 
to conceive anything cqually discriminative 
or popularly effective. 

1¢ chances, therefore. are that after 
a protracted struggle with minor conces- 
sions the government will carry the finan- 
cial measures substantially unaltered.

THEY ARE VERY THICK. 
Frenchmen Carry Kuassian Sailors Upon 
Their Shoulders. 

Toulon, October 15.—If the Russian sail- 
ors now visiting France are not already 
beginning to feel he effects of the series 
of entertainments provided for them it is 
not because French hospitality and good 
feeling has been lacking. For instance, 
the ball at the arsenal, which commenced 
last night, was continued until 6 o'clock 
this morning and at its conclusion the 
French otiicers hoisted a number of Rus- 
sian officers on their shoulders and cheered 
themselves hoarse us they escorted them to 
their ships. ‘This compliment the Russians 
appreciated by lifting a number of the 
I’renchmen upen their shoulders, cheering 
until they could cheer no longer and in- 
sisting that they should come down to the 
boats with them preparatory to returning 
on board the Russian squadron. 

The municipality of Toulon entertained 
the Russian officers today at luncheon in 
the court of the Lycee. Eight hundred 
guests were present. The mayor of ‘Tou- 
lon toasted the ezar and emrina amid loud

cries of “Vive la. Russie.’ 

The mayor, after the toast, added that 
the cries of “Vive la Russie,” which could 
be heard on all sides ever since the Rus- 
gian squadron had arrived in French wa- 
ters, proved the indissoluble attachment 
which the French had for Russia.

‘The 
men have been working thirty-tive hours 
a week in the shops, acquiescing 1 the 
several reductions made during the sum- 
mer, but were granted an increase to forty- 
eight) hours work commencing Monday 
morning. 

‘The increase will affect at least 1,500 
men in the Omaha shops,” said Mr. Dick- 
inson, “and about 4,000 over the entire 
system. It will increase our pay roll $75,- 
OOO per month. The action was taken 
after a conference of the receivers and the 
order was given Mr. MeConnell latc yes- 
terday afternoon.” } : 

“Will the salaries of the clerks ar ofti- 
cers cut by the order of the 2th be re- 
stored,” asked the reporter. 

“The wage question has not vet been 
discussed at all,’ remarked the ope ruting

FIGHTEEN PERSONS LOST THEIR. LIVES 


Reports of Captains of Other Ves- 
sels Who Sighted Her, 


STRUGGLING TO REACH THE SHORE 


the Steamer 
Washed Ashore by the Waves. 
List of the Drowned. 


Buffala. October 15.—The saddest feature 
of the lake storm, which raged yesterday 
and last night, is the reported loss of the 
steamer Dean Richmond, on the shore near 
Dunkirk. The first that was heard of this 
disaster was at 9 o'clock this morning, 
when the captain of the Helena reported 
having sighted the Dean Richmond off 
Long Point. where it seemed to be labor- 
ing under difficulties. Later Captain Jack 
Tierney, of the steamer W. HL. Stevens, 
reported that he sighted the Richmond in 
the middle of the lake, about four miles 
this side of Erie. One of her stacks was 
missing, and, while he wus looking, the 
other stack and spar went by the board. 
She was laboring heavily in the trough, as 
though her steering gear had become dis- 
abied. 

Since then, nothing has been seen or 
heard of the vessel. It is thought that she 
must have gone down with all on board. 
Her cargo was eighty tons of merchandise 
from Toledo to Buffalo. She belonged to 
the Toledo, St. Louis and Kansas City 
line. Her crew consisted of about eighteen 
souls, of which the following is the best 
obtaiuable list: 

Georze Stoddard, master, Toledo; Walter 
Gr odyear, first mate, Toledo; —— George, 
second mate, Toledo; John Hogun, first en- 
gineer, Port Huron: William Brown, sfire- 
man, Toledo; [Francis Patten, lookout, 
Buffalo; Miss Ainsworth, stewardess, Port 
Huron; J. Wheeler, wheelman. 

A dispatch from Dunkirk, this evening, 
states that three unknown bodies, apparent- 
ly of sailors, have been washed ashore a 
few miles from that port. The local agent 
of the steamship line has telegraphed to 
every point on the lake shore between 
Buffalo and Erie to keep a sharp lookout 
for wreckage or bodies, but, so far, has re- 
ceived no answers. 

The Worat Fears Confirmed. 

Dunkirk, N. Y., October 15.—There is no 
further reasonable doubt that the steamer 
with all 
hands on-board. One of three bodies wash- 
ed ashore this morning has been identified, 
upon descriptions furnished by sailors of 
Buffalo, as that of John Hogan, first 
engineer, of Port Huron, Mich. The sign- 
board of the boat bearing her name was 
later found, and some barrels of flour, 
which formed part of her cargo, have also 
drifted to land. She mnst have gone down 
off Lighthouse point.

The Minnehaha Wrecked — All the 
Drowned. 

Onekama, Mich., October 15.—The big 
schooner Minnehaha was beached at Stark, 
ten miles north of here, at noon yesterday 
to save her from foundering in deep water. 
The seas soon overwhelmed the wreck and 
drove the crew fmto the rigging. Before 
the arrival of the lifesaving crews from 
Manistee and Frankfort, the schooner went 
to pieces. 

But one, Captain William Packer, was 
saved. The dead are: John Rafferty, 
mate; James Rafferty, sailor; Mary Keefe, 
cook; three sailors, pames unknown. 

The wreck was first sighted by a man 
on the bluff at Starke, who Jumped on his 
horse and rode, at a furious rate, through 
the storm to his place bere, in order to 
notify the life-saving crew at Mauistee.

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Thirty-Four New Cases of Yellow Fever 
at Brunswick Yesterday. 


ONE DEATH WAS OFFICIALLY REPORTED 


But Three or Four Are Said to Bein a Dy- 
ing Condition—The Work of Re- 
lie!—Sad Scenes. 


Brunswick, Ga., October 15.—(Special.)— 
With the Sunday sun beaming brightly 
through an atmosphere crisp and cool; a 
people, nourished by the gifts of humane 
aml sympathetic fellow creatures, who 
heeded their calls for aid; the feelings of 
the overworked, but uncomplaining relief 
officials have been those of deep pleasure. 
As the ministers passed from house to 
house, bestowing cheer and blessings upon 
the stricken and distressed, they were given 
the heartfelt thanks of the multitude upon 
whom. hunger prevail no more. 

From the moment the wires flashed to 
Brunswick The Constitution’s call for in- 
formation, the hopes of Brunswick's poor 
began to rise as rapidly as they had fast 
flescemled; for the people knew the power 
of appeal generated through a noble and 
generous press would touch the  heart- 
strings of the public. As the papers ar- 
rived in Brunswick with columns filled 
with calls for help on behaf of these plague- 
stricken thousands, there was none that 
did not feel that help was sure to come, 
and now, when around the glowing fires 
made bright from gathered fagote found 
on these deserted eatreets, they hud- 
dle and inhale the rising odors 
from baking bread, their faces retiect 
the bright anticipations of the coming meal; 
but while the comforts of food cause joy 
smong many, the borrors of approaching 
and actual death cast a pall upon num- 
bers. 

In a tonely home tonight a poor widow 
sits beside the body of her husband, stricken 
by the yellow plague. On the hard floor in 
an adjoving room five children lie with but 
one covering, and that a faded quilt, to 
protect them from the cold. Amongst his 
friends their pastor is moving, brave Kd- 
ward Cook, endeavoring to procure clothing 
suitable to inter the body and clothe the 
children properly to face the wind as they 
see their father lowered into the grave. 
Their mother—with the instinct of refine- 
ment betokening better days, but reduced 
to the depths of poverty—grieves that her 
husband’s body should ride in a pauper 
hearse and Ml a pauper’s grave. 

But. such will not be, for kind-hearted 
Edward Cook bas ere this arranged for 
the hearse and funeral train that would 
have been this poor man’s lot had not the 
pestilence deprived him of his former re- 
sources, and tomorrow, as the widow and 
her five little ones follow the husband and 
father to the burial ground, they will be 
conscious that her prayers have been 
answered, and the coffin does not rest in 
the dead wagon that transports the poor 
to their last resting place. 

It is such acts as these that make the 
lives of Brunswick's remaining ministers 
shine with a radiance that has no superior.

How Long Help Will Be Needed. 

Surgeon Murray, marine hospital service; 
Mayor T. W. Lamb and Hospital Steward 
James Cragg furnish, by request, the fol- 
lowing statement of the number of people 
needing help, the length of time their neces- 
sity will be prolonged and the proportions 
tie supplies should be divided into: 

The epidemic will last at least two, and, 
in view of the general lateness of falling 
frost in this section, probaby three weeks 
longer, diminishing after the next few days, 
day by day. The effect on business and 
wage-earners will last at least three weeks 
after the epidemic ceases, the number of 
the needy ones diminishing gradually and 
daily after the epidemic is over and finally 
ending by January Ist. 

There are now over four thousand de- 
serving people being fed, and the number 
vill increase for the next three weeks, then 
rapidly diminish, Meat, meal, flour, coffee, 
teu, sugar. oatmeal, corn starch, cracked 
wheat, crackers and inexpensive canned 
meats are requested to be sent. Country 
produce, such as eggs and fresh meats, are 
necessary for their nourishing properties, 
but will be bought here with such money 
as the relief association may have sent 
them, or will be gratefully received from 
any one.

It Began ina Romance and Was Ended by 
RNeligiouas Influences. 
From The Chicago Inter Ocean. 

A narrow avenue separated the Kentucky 
and West Virginia state buildings at the fatr. 
Au imaginary line running through the Cum. 
berland mountains divides the two colton 
weulths the structures represenpt. Many years 
ago a family by the name of Vyson lived on 
the West Virginia side of the imaginary line, 
and the famiiy of oid John Brackeit lived on 
the Kentucky side. These two families en- 
gaged in a feud that has come down from gen- 
eration to generation with more deadly Te- 
sults than any of the Italian vendettas. 

In all the worid now there is but one repre- 
genrative of each family living, and both were 
at the world's fair grounds recently, one in 
the West Virginia building and one in the 
Kentucky buiiding. Liforts were made to 
bring them together peacefully, but they de- 
clined. Each of these men, when younger 
thun now, swore that be would take the life of 
the other or lose his life in the attempt. Silce 
that time. Lowever, George Tyson has becobie 
not only a convert but a priest of the Catho.ic 
ehurch and now lives in Wheeling. 

Since his hereditary enemy has joined the 
church militant Pryor Brackett, the Keu- 
tuckian, has never suid anything of carrying 
out his threat. It is believed that he will bv: 
carry it out because with the death of the 
priest the blood and the name of this branch 
of I’vson will become extinct while he has 
four boys and one girl to perpetuate his race. 

The story of the beginning of the feud is ro 
mantic. The Tysons and the Bracketts were 
among the first to settle iu that mountalu 
country. In the original Tyson family, or elan, 
besides the cousins and other connections, 
there were two beys anda girl. There was a 
large number of Bracketts, too, but the bead 
of the family had two children, a gir! and a 
boy. Now, the elder Tyson boy, John by 
name, loved Bertha, the daughter of Brackett. 
Clarence Brackett aiso loved Edna Tyson. 
There were not many young people to choose 
from, so the marriage of the eldvr couple was 
looked upon as a matter of course, while less 
attention was paid to the younger couple. 

The last few months of the period of en- 
gagement for the elder couple bad come round 
when there moved into the neighborhood, 
some miles from the Tyson homestead. a fam. 
Ly of Culbertsons. They, too, bad a daughter. 
said to be very beautiful-of a dark type, 
While Bertha Brackett was fair. When going 
after the ¢attle at night time Jobn Tyson of. 
ten saw and talked to Nanny Culbertson. 
None suspected the growing love between 
them, and when they ran away and warried 
and came back and settied with the Culbert- 
sons, both the Tyson and Brackett families 
Were thrown into cop«terpation. 

Clarence Brackett, who loved Edna Tyson, 
feit keewiy the affront to his sister, and spoke 
bitterly or It, but as the Tyson famiiy blamed 
John for his unfaithfulness, he resolved not to 
take any revenge. 

But one day while John was at his old home 
visiting his father, Clarence. who had been 
hunting, approached the honse ou bh rseback, 
John se@iug the gun, su posed he was seck- 
ing revenge, and retreated into the house after 
his own gun. As he reappeared with the gun 
in his hands Clarence fired at but missed him 
and killed Edna, whom he loved, and who had 
been standing beside her brother. John re- 
turned the fire. kKlling Clarence. 

After ihe burial of these two bodies a bloody 
war ensued) and iunny were killed on. each 
side. Bertha died of a broken heart, and was 
buried beside her brother. John was killed 
some Years after by another member of the 
grackett family.

Mr. Cabaniss is the only member of the 
Georgia delegation who voted against all 
amendments and for the Wilson uncondi- 
tional repeal in the house.

Whether the 
Sherman law was the real or the imaginary 
cause of the financial panic, it was gener- 
ally believed to be.

I made a speech 
when I was a candidate for the state sen- 
ate in 1890 in which I opposed the pro- 
posed subtreasury bill of the alliance and 
advocated an income tax as the best 
method of relief to the people of our coun- 
try. lam also in favor of it because by 
it the money’ to pay pensions will come 
from the sections ‘nu which it is distributed.

The payment of these certificates in gold 
necessarily leads to an exhaustion of the 
gold in the treasury and the constant issue 
of bonds to replenish it. 

“Now, I have explained my position. I 
stand upon the democratic platform and 
have always stood upon it. I believed 
when I voted for unconditional repeal that 
silver Tegislation would follow. 1 did it to 
bring relief quickly. Now, however, the 
condition is such that I think the country 
would welcome a@ compromise continuing 
the use of silver. I hope there will be no 
delay on the part of individual semators in 
getting together in order that this matter 
way be settled.”

Senatop Dubois said tonight that he be- 
lieved the silver contest would be settled 
this week.

Chairman MGUarris’s Report on the 
Technological School. 


WHAT MR. HUFF SAYS ABOUT 


Macon, Ga., October 15.—(Special.j— 
Among the political possibilities of the fu- 
ture is the candidacy of Hon. W. A. Huff, 
of Macon, for congress from the sixth dis- 
trict next year. A coterie of politicians 
were discussing this last night and I have 
been informed that an effort will be made 
to get Mr. Huff to enter the race. I1 do 
not know on what platform he would run, 
but it is supposed that it would be as a 
‘silverite. ‘This would put him in touch 
with the agricultural voters of the district. 
last year when the third party fever was 
at its height a strong effort was made to 
induce Mr. Huff to run for congress as the 
nominee of the third party, but he declined 
to do so. Mr. Huff has never made a race 
except on democratic lines, and always 
within the democratic party, but he has 
always been an independent thinker, an 
independent actor and an independent 
speaker. He might not be willing to make 
the race next year for congress as an inde- 
pendent candidate, and it is very probable 
that he would not consent to be the nomi- 
nee of the third party, yet some of his 
friends think that under certain conditions 
Mr. tinff might agree to be an independent 
candidate. They say that he has always 
had a strong personal following, which has 
always supported him, and would support 
him next year for congress. Then the 
third party people, which is a large clement 
in this district, would support him: disaf- 
fected democrats would support him. and 
the negro vote would be cast for him, as 
he has always commanded it, and in his 
many political races no man hgs been able 
to draw it from him. With all these forces 
at work for him, his fricuds think that he 
can be elected to congress next year. Some 
of his friends say that Alr. Huff would 
win in- the democratic party, and be elect- 
ed. It may be doing Mr. Huff a great in- 
justice to even mention him as a possible 
independent candidate, but one thing is 
certain, there are parties who expect and 
hope to get Mr. Huff in the race. When 
I mentioned this to Mr. Huff last night he 
gave a hearty laugh, and simply replied: 
“The race could be made mighty interesting 
for some one, couldn’t it, my boy?’ 

Mr Hnuff is one of the shrewdest and 
most aggressive politicians in the state. 
He has never known political defeat. He 
was five times elected mayor of Macon, and 
three times elected to the legislature. He 
has been in some of the hottest political bat- 
tles ever waged in Georgian. He seems to 
prefer a real warm campaign. 

Chairman Uarris’s Keport. 

Hon. N. EF. Harris, chairman of the 
hoard of trustees of the state technological 
school. will co to Atlanta tomorrow to file 
his annual report with the governor, and 
the same will be submitted to the legisla- 
ture at its session which will convene on 
October 25th. The report will show that 
the institution is in a very flourishing con- 
dition and is a eredit and honor to the 
state, and = great benefit to hundreds of 
Georgia boys. The reeeipts last year 
amounted to about SoS,Q00; expenditures 
a few thousand dollars in excess of this. 
Twenty thousand one hundred and fifty 
dollars were received from the workshop. 
The workshop is a perfect model, the best 
that anv technologioal school in the south 
has. There are 15S puovils and nine pro- 
fessors at the school, The school will not 
ask anything additional from the legisla- 
ture at its coming session, The annroprin- 
tion of $22.500 was made for 1893-94 at 
the last session. She gemeral eondition 
of the school is excellent and all of its af- 
feirs m prosperous and excellent condition. 
Mr. Hlarris. as chairman of the board of 
trustees, takes great interest and pride in 
the school and gives to it much valuable 
time. Jt was by the efforts of the Hon. 
N. F. Harris, when he was a revresenta- 
tive from Bibb county, that the legislature 
established the school. He is the real 
fonder of it. and ever since it has heen in 
opemition he has ably and faithfully nre- 
sented the claims and merits of the institn- 
tion to the attention of resnective levisla- 
tures. The technologienl school stands as 
nn enduring and worthy menument to the 
eficient services of Mr. Harris when a 
legislator.

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IT 1S BEAUTIFUL. 
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The New Methodist Church Building 
at Waycross. 


IT WAS THROWN OPEN YESTERDAY 


Description of the Structure—History of 
Methodism in Waycross—How It 
Has Made Progress. 


Waycross, Ga., October 15.—(Special.)— 
The opening of the new Methodist church 
today was a memorable event in the history 
of Waycross. The building has just been 
completed, and is an ornament to the town. 
It is situated on the southwest corner of 
Reed and Gilmore streets, and is within 

ne hundred yards of the passenger depot. 
The ground is. high and dry, which adds 
greatly to the appearance of the church, 
The building is a Gothie structure, built 
of Watertown brick. The facing bricks 
are from Columbus, Ga. It is on a solid 
foundation, dug down to the natural clay. 
The brick work and superstructure are 
built altogether of cements. _The stone used 
in the building is granite from Stone 
Mountain, Ga. The plinth is built in 
coursed ashlar, all quarry faced. The win- 
dow sills and lintels are treated in the 
Same manner, The entrance steps, land- 
ings and all weatherings are No. 12 cut 
work. On tie southwest corner a hand- 
some tower is built. It is ninety feet high 
from the grade level to the tup of the spire. 
The bell chamber is open tracery work. 
Phe spires and all roots, except the Sun- 
day school room, ure covered with Virginia 
slate, from the Buckingham quarries, in 
& first-ciuss manner. ‘The plan of the roof 
proper 1s <Tuciform, consequently the build- 
ing has four gables, handsomely tinished 
witb pressed brick and galvanized iron. 
Ihe lecture room, adjoining the church, 
has a gable facing Gilmore street, carried 
out in the same manner as the church. 
The classrooms are covered with Taylor's 
oid-method tin. ‘There is a small tower 
over the central entrance, on Gilmore 
é6treet, highly ornamented in galvanized 
iron. There ia a heating chamber built 
under the choirroom, with an entrance 
from the outside. It is a fire-proof con- 
struction. All the cornices, ridge capping, 
gable copings, rain-water leaders and heads 
are executed in galvanized iron. ‘The main 
ehureh buiiding is 55x54, the lecture room 
is 45x26, the clussrooms are 42x13 feet. 
The interior of the building can all be 
thrown into one large room, as it is di- 
vided by Wilson's rolling partitions. 

There is a circular front gallery in the 
main body of the church, with two well- 
lighted stairways for access to same. The 
floor of the church proper is on the amphi- 
theater plan. ‘he ceiling is paneled with 
heavy moldings. It is irty-four feet 
from the floor to the apex of ceiling. ‘he 
whole interior of the building is wainscoted 
to the height of four feet with Georgia 
vellow pine. The altar rail, circular pews 
und reading desk are all of quarter oak. 
The ends of the pews are handsomely 
carved. The seats in the lecture room are 
of polished mapie and iron standards. The 
pews, altar ratl, reading desk and lecture 
room swats were bought by the ladies of 
the church at a cost of about $1,400. A 
handsome carpet was also furnished by 
the ladies. 

All the interior woodwork is finished in 
hard oil. The building has a seating ca- 
pacity of 1.000, All the windows through- 
out the building are of special design and 
are glazed with stained cathedral glass in 
leaded lights, in geometrical patterns. All 
the interior plastering is executed with 
King’s window cement and adamant, and 
sand finished to admit of frescoe decora- 
tions in the near future. There is a thor- 
ough system of ventilation throuchoutr the 
pbuilding. Air shafts are built in the walls 
and the ontlet finished with automatic reg- 
isters. The building will ‘be lighted by 
electricity in very handsome chandeliers 
and wall brackets of special design, fitted 
with lusters and reflectors of cut glass. 
The plan is somewhat similar to the Meth- 
odist «hureh at New Haven, Conn., hav- 
ing been improved upon in the way of sta- 
bility by Mr. George Feltham, the super- 
intending architect, whose reputation as an 
architect is established. 

In 1871 Waycross was laid off by Dr. 
Daniel Lott and Rev. W. H. Thomas. 
The first sermon was pranched here by 
Rev. W. H. Thomas in an old schoolhouse 
which stood fifty yards from the site of 
the old Methodist chureh. A church was 
organized by Rev. W. H. Thomas and 
Rev. Herbert P. Myers. There were 
eleven charter members. The following 1s 
«. partial list of the first membership: Rey. 
W. H. Thomas, Mrs. W. Thomas, 
Mrs. Daniel Lott. Miss Isa Remshart, Dr. 
William Folks, Mrs. William Folks and 
Mrs. Cotinghnam. Mrs. Lott and Dr. 
Folks are deat. 

In 1874 Rev. Howard W. Key was _in 
charge of the ehurch. Mevse. ©. Bx 
Tucker. George (. Thompson, D. G. Pope, 
J. W. Weston, N. D. Moorehouse, J. 8S. 
Jordan and IL. A. Darsey were in charye 
of the church from 1875 until 1885. when 
Rev. FE. M. Whiting was sent here. It 
was during the fall of 1886 that the south 
(;eorgin holiness convention was held here. 
The result of this meeting was that a glo- 
rious revival was commenced in the chureh. 
Rey. Whiting conducted a protracted meet- 
ing and there. was a great revival and 
nbout eighty persons professed conversion. 
Vnele Thomas says that one day there 
were twenty coaversions and it was the 
most memorable day in the history of the 
spiritus! growth of the church. Rey. 
Thomas then began the Tuesday night ho- 


liness meeting, which has been kept up 


ever since, increasing in power and effect- | 


ual work for the good of holiness in the 
ehureh. Shortly afterwards ten elossieard- 
ers were appointed by Unele Thomas, 
Thev held meetings once a week for ¢ 
while, but all except the class led by Mr. 
William TNarker soon died ont and have 
never heen revived. Parker’s class con- 
sisted of a few of the poor people in the 
vicinity of Lott's eeoneterv, and was 
known as the “gravevard class,” or Par- 
ker’s class. The poor people who had 
searecely attended chureh were regular in 
their attendance at the meetings of the 
elass. Mr. Parker was encouraged by this 
to take certain active members of the class 
to places in the country where the gospel 
was almost unknown and holds services, 
which consisted of Bible readings, prayer, 
exhortations and relating expert 
ences, The result of these meetings was 
very gratifying to Mr. Parker. There 
were many conversions and several peeple 
recomsecrated themselves to Christ. Then 
the class received many invitations from 
communities throuchout south and soevth- 
west Georgia to hold meetings, wnich were 
eccepted. The. expenses attached to this 
work were met by the persons making the 
expense, and no collections were permitted 
to be taken for their benefit. 
The work of these plain und 
humble followers of (‘hrist wus b essed 
With success. Revivals and conversions re- 
sulted from all their meetings. Hence, 
the demand for Parker's class to hold meet- 
ings increased to such an extent that Mr. 
Parker decided to organize an association 
of Christian Laymen Workere. It was 
dove and a charter was received fram ,'e 
State, giving them power to orga ize branch 
classes throughout the state, with pead- 
quarters in this ecitv.. Mr. Parker was 
elected president of the assoeiation. The 
association then began to organize classes 
throughout this section. A large building 
for the association was erected by the mem- 
bers at the corner of Thomas and Freeman 
streets in old Waycross in 1801. 

There are over 200 charter members of 
the association, and it is increasing in influ- 
enee for ‘good in the rural districts. In 
1887, Rev. E. J. Bureh was pastor of 
the eburch. There wag another great re- 
vival of religion and many conversions. 
The membership of the ehurch was increas- 
ed to about 4). Rev. B. KF. Breedlove, 
who was paster iz 1888, beld a revival, 
and great results were reaiized. During 
the pastorate of Rev. G. &. Johnston 
in 1889, the second conrention of the South 
Georgia Holiness Association was held. 
On October 23, 1893, the third convention

will be held. In 1890, Rey. George W. 
Ma eWs was wade pastor of the cnurch. 
it Was in the fall of 1800 that Kvangelist 
W. M. Wailer beid bis great revival here. 
As a resu.t of this mecting tuere were mauy 
conversions and a Methouist church Was or- 
Fauized at Waltertown, and about 100 were 
added to the Methodist church here. Since 
then, revivals have been held in the Metho- 
dust church every year, and the result of 
these meetings is shown by the increase 
in the membership of the church to 475. 
and the spiritual growth of the church. 
The love feasts of the church have been 
an important feature of the Sunday movrn- 
mus services from iis early history. 
jt is related of Senator Coiquitt that, 
While he Was governor, he came here aad 
entered the ciuurch during the love-feast 
hour. He sat down in the rear of the 
church, where he could hear distinctly 
every word that was said. After leaving 
the church, the governor remarked that 
the love feast was unlike anything he bad 
ever seen before, and he appeared to be 
deeply affected by the earnestness mazl- 
feasted by the members. During one of the 
love feasts, several years ago, irank Ll. 
Stanton was present. The scene greatly 
impressed him, and he wrote a poem, eu- 
titletd “The Love Feast at Waycross,” 
which has been pasted in scrapbooks in 
many homes. The faith and earnestness 
of the members of the chureh bave im- 
pressed visitors. The holiness meetings 
have caused many people to consecrate 
their lives to Christ and appear sanctitied 
before God. A remarkable instance when 
faith and earnestness have resuited in 
the fulfillment of heart-felt desires, 
Was on the day of the election for repre- 
sentative to the legislature last fall. ‘nere 
Were two delegates—one was for bar- 
rooms and the other was for prohibition. 
The active members of the church asseim- 
bled in the old church at sunrise, and‘ 
spent the day in fasting and prayer, that 
the Lord would give the victory to the 
candidate who was on the Lord's side. 
The bell tolled every half loaour in the day. 
When the announcement came that they 
had won the victory, they shouted their 
praises to God. 
Rev. George W. Mathews has been a 
faithful and earnest pastor of the church 
nearly four years. He has worked zeal- 
ously for the church and the advancement 
of the eause of Christ. His labors in con- 
nection with the building of the new church 
have been unremitting, and his words of 
encouragement have greatly added to the 
successful completion of the work in suca 
a short time. i 
Rer. William Howard Thomas, familiar- 
ly known here as Uncle Thomas, is eighty- 
four years old. He has labored for tie 
goo] of the ehurch from the first, and, al- 
though he is feeble with advanced age, he 
has watched the progress of the work from 
the dav it was commenced. when he lifted 
the first spadeful of dirt from the founda- 
tion. His songs have many times been 
heard in the new chureh. His earnest ce- 
sire is to hear the gospel preached inside 
the new house of the Lord. Uncle Thomas 
is. indeed, a father in Israel. His walk in 
life has been pure and faithful in the 
sight of God, and his death will be a serious 
loss to the church and community.

A COLORED CONVENTION 


To Check Lynching and the Crime Which 
Causes It. 

Warcross, Ga., October 15.—(Special.)—The 
following cireular letter was mailed to. the 
representative colored citizens of Georgia 
yesterday: 

“Waycross, Ga., October 13, 1893.—To the 
Colored Citizens of the State of Georgia: In 
view of the fact that the crime of lynching 
has increased to such an enormous extent, 
and is alleged to be the outgrowth of the 
crime of rape, said to be comunuitted by the 
lower class of our people, we, the colored 
eitizens of the eleventh congressional district, 
deem it of sufficient importance to invite the 
leading colored men of our state to assemble 
together in the city of Macon, Ga., on thie 
25th day of October, 1805, to take such ic- 
tion as they jnay deem best to remedy these 
evils, if possibie. While the crime of rape 
is said to be committed by the lower class of 
our people, the stigma is nevertheless cust 
upon the whole race, henuee all are held re- 
sponsible. We do not hold at the crime of 
rape justifies lynching, stiil we feel it our 
duty to institute « remedv to prevent the 
evil said to be committed upon our part, and 
thereby laying the foundation upon which the 
white race may build to prevent the crime 
of lynching. We respectfully request that 
you send twice the nuinber of delegates from 
each county as it bas in the lower house of 
the legislature. Respectfully.

The gold shark organs are threatening 
the country with another object lesson, 
unless tthe senate speedily repeals the 
purchasing clause of the Sherman act. 

It is all right. so far as the south is 
concerned. During the past two vears 
we have reduced expenses to the lowest 
figure, produced our food supplies and 
avoided debt. The eastern bankers may 
go ahead with their object lesson and 
lock up their money but they will simply 
‘aise Cain in their own section. Down 
this way we expect nothing and ask for 
nothing. We have reached the point 
where we are practically independent. 
The eastern Shylocks may hold their 
money but our people will have enough 
to eat until there is a change for the 
better. 

In the north and west it is different. 
Their people are heavily in debt. Per- 


-haps this is contrary to the general im- 


pression, but itis a fact. The per capi- 
ta mortgage indebtedness of Georgia is 
only $15, while that of New York is 
$268. Florida has the largest per capita 
mortgage debt of any southern siate, 
$40, but the average northern and west- 
ern indebtedness is four or five times 
greater. The northern and western 
people owe more on their policies of in- 
surance, furniture, merchandise and in- 
vestments generally than ‘the southern 
people owe. 

The gold sharks will find that their 
object lésson will drive millions of peo- 
ple in the north and west to desperation, 
while the south, ‘trained in the school of 
adversity, will continue ‘to “tote her own 
skillet” and smilingly awai®? the return 
of good ‘times. 

Now, let the eastern wreckers do their 
worst. The manufacturers and mer- 
chants in their own section will be the 
first to call a halt and force these finan- 
cial anarchists to listen to reason. 


Party Pledges and Obligations. 

The Atlanta fugleman of the patron- 
age press coniinues to make a laborious 
attempt to show that The Constitution 
was never in favor of the unconditional 
repeal of the Sherman law. ‘The more 
clearly ‘this can be shown the more 
plainly will it be seen that the instincts 
of The Constitution held it to the demo- 
cratic platforin as construed by the vot- 
ers who endorsed it. 

The Constitution was never for a day, 
or for an hour, or for a moment in favor 
of unconditional repeal if that policy 
meant the substitution of the demone- 
tization act of 1873 until such time as the 
gold standard nations should be pleased 
to inform the people of this country that 
they would be graciously permitted to 
restore Silver ‘to its old place as a money 
standard. The hope was held out by 
the unconditional repealers as well as 
by the patronage press that Mr. Cleve- 
land would “do something” for silver 
when the Sherman law was out of the 
wiry. Under ‘the circumstances The 
Constitution did net oppose uncondition- 
al repeal, but it has never for a moment 
closed its eves ito the fact that the policy 
of unconditional repeal is dubious 
unreasonable. 

There is not 2 word to warraht it in 
the democratic platform, and during the 
campaign unconditional repeal was never 
heard of. It would be as reasonable 
and as fair to say that the platform de- 
mands the unconditional repeal of the 
MeKinley law. ‘The public sentiment 
that has seemed to advocate uncondi- 
tional repeal has been manufactured by 
the banks and their agencies. We know, 
of. our own personal knowledge, some- 
thing of the influence the New York and 
eastern banks have brought to bear on 
business men all over the country. The 
pressure has been tremendous, and the 
means employed have been unscrupu- 
lous. ‘The screws have been put on in 
a way to convince the people that the 
banks are more powerful than congress. 
Fivery interest in the country has been 
threatened with ruin if the banks could 
not bave their way, and in thousands 
of instances the ruin threatened has been 
actually Drought about. 

Whether unintentionally or not, the 
people’s treasury bas been an active 
assistant of ihe banks. It has paid out 
its gold reserve freely and promiscuously 
and has weakened its resources, in the 
face of ‘the fact that the eastern Shy- 
locks are clamoring for an issue of bonds 
with which to replenish the gold re- 
serve. 

This is ‘the situation, and if it has been 
intended as an object lesson, the inten- 
tion has been fully accomplished. The 
people understand the power of the east- 
erm banks and appreciate, as they never 
did before, the sinister influences which 
these “pets of ‘the government” have 
at thelr commend and which they are 
ready to recklessly and unscrupulously 
employ ‘to subserve their selfish purposes.

venture that is bound to end in disaster. 

The very principles and doctrines, the 
enunciation of which is now declared 
by ‘the patronage press to be in the na- 
ture of attacks on Mr. Cleveland, were 
urged hy The Constitution and the demo- 
cratic leaders of Georgia for the purpose 
of electing Mr. Cleveland. If these 
principles were good for election pur- 
poses they are good for legislative pur- 
poses. They were placed in the plat- 
form in the shape of solemn pledges. 
They are obligations which the party 
cannot even evade without rushing head- 
long to ruin. 

But there is not a sign anywhere— 
and the patronage press should mark 
this fact—that the party is trying to 
evade them. The party stands where 
it has always stood. ‘The only difficulty 
in the way of carrying out the party 
pledges Hes in the fact that a few indi- 
viduals, insignificant as to numbers, but 
holding the key to the situation, are 
endeavoring to give an interpretation to 
the platform so obnoxions tto democratic 
ideas that it ts heartily real by 
John Sherman and other republicans 
whose entire political lives have been 
deroted to a vain effort to deaden and 
destroy ‘the potency and power of dem- 
ocratiec principles. 

Patronage may modify the views of 
individivrals but it does not affect the 
obligations which the party owes to the 
people. 
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Educational Mistakes. 

Dr. J. M. Rice, in his recent work, 
“The Public Schools of the United 
States,” declares that, after studying the 
educitional situation in the leading Cities 
of the country, he is forced to the con- 
clusion that in many localities the school 
system is simply a_ political machine. 
Politicians work their friends-into places 
on the boards of education, and the 
boards have an eve ‘to political results 
in their selection of teachers. 

Dr. Rice finds in nrany publie schools a 
mechanical system of teaching. Very 


young pupils are overloaded with dry 


and difficult studies beyond their com- 
prehension, and their minds are crowded 
with a jumble of facts They are not 
baught ‘to observe and reason. During 
the first two or three years at school 
children read a lot of baby trash and 
copy silly sentences. The pupils are 
crammed with the rules of grammar, 
but they make very slow progress in 
composition. On the other hand, the doc- 
tor visited some schools where ‘the teach- 
ers gave the children science reading 
lessons, and made a specialty of teaching 
goml English by example as well as pre- 
cept. In such schools the pupils wrote 
remarkably good compositions at a very 
early age. 

A leading Pennsylvania educator, Dr. 
M. B. Riddle, agrees with Dr. Rice on 
many points. He says: 

Such lessons as grammar. higher arithmetic, 
physical geography, are sanp.y ridiculous to 
put into a child’s hamds. He can commit 
them, but not know them. 

Sir John Lubbock, the English scien- 
tist, said sometime ago that he did not 
attach much importance to the teaching 
of gramuniar, and instanced the faet that 
two of the greatest masters of English 
ever known in the house of commons, 
the late John Bright and Mr. Gladstone, 
hever studied grammar at all. This 
may surprise some people, but it is not 
remarkable. The best writers and 
speakers do not have rules of grammar 
and rhetoric in their minds when they 
are at work. When their sentences 
tangle they straighten them out by a 
logical process. They do not stop to 
think of rules. They clarify their 
thoughts, and then it is an easy matter 
to write and speak clearly. 

It ts to be hoped ‘that the criticism of 
our public school methods by the dis- 
tinguished men here quoted will have a 
good effect. There is abundant room 
for reform in our educational system, 
and it will come when the parents as 
well as the politicians begin to take an 
active interest in the mafter. In the 
meantime let the subject be thoroughly 
investigated and discussed. 


A Cruel Monopoly. 

While good coal is selling in Atlanta 
at from $3.75 to $4.50 per ton it sells in 
at from $5.75 to S6.25, and 
the price is ito be advanced when cold 
weather comes. The very poor in the 
metropolis who buy small quantities pay 
$12 per ton and will pay $20 in mid- 
winter. 

This is nothing short of robbery. It 
is the result of the Reading monopoly. 
and its history is one of oppression, star- 
vation and corruption. 

In this free country there is no excuse 
for the existence of such monopolies. 
The laws already in existence would 
crush them if honestly construed and vig- 
orously enforced, and if the laws are in- 
adequate the government has the power 
to step between the people and the ex- 
tortioners. If ‘the states and ithe gen- 
eral government can boll the railroads 
in check, under state and interstate com- 
missions, ‘they can regulate any other 
business in which ‘the people have an 
interest. 

When the government permits gangs 
and combines called ‘trusts to absolutely 
control the necessaries of life, causing 
the helpless poor ‘to die of famine and 
cold, it becomes the silent pariner or 
the tool of the most dangerous ele:nent 
in ithe community. The most direct 
remedy for the evil is to send good men 
to the state lecisiatures and congress, 
pledged to enact laws that will make it 
impossible for conspirators to place food 
and fuel beyond the reach of the poor. 

Let not the southern brethren chide the 
minority. In this country the minority 
sometimes elects a president, and the mi- 
nority has.for twenty-five years stood be- 
tween the south and political ruin.

Mothed in eloquent speech and inter- 
spersed with sacred music, the memories 
of the war were revived at the Second Bap- 
tist chureh last night. 

It was the occasion of the yearly memo- 
rial exercises of the Confederate Veterans’ 
Association. As such it was a feast of 
tender recollections, and the tributes which 
were paid to the survivors who had passed 
away since the last meeting, were as fit- 
ting as they were beautiful. 

There was no appeal to the passions and 
no detraction from the credit due the en- 
emy. The temper of the meeting was in 
accord with both the day and the place, 
and every word spoken was inspired by a 
feeling of solemnity. 

Although the services began early, hav- 
ing been announced for 7:30 o'clock, the 
sanetuary was crowded louwg before that 
hour. ‘The veterans occupied several rows 
of seais directly in fromt of the pulpit. A 
number of chairs were placed in the aisles 
and in the rear of the church, but these 
were pot suflicient to acconrmmodate the 
large crowd and many had to staud. 

General C. A. Evans, the president of 
the Confederate Veterans’ Association, 
presided over the weeting.

Promptly at 7:30 o'clock the veterans, 
Who had met at the Gate City Guard ar- 
mory, entered the door of the church and 
meirched to the seats which had been re- 
served for them in front of the platforin. 

As the light of the chandeliers fell upon 
them it wus easy to perceive the sitver 
with which their locks were spriukled. ‘fle 
advance of time was clearly shewn, apd 
these survivors of twenty-five sears were 
mot. by any means as young in uppearance 
or feeling as When they listened for the 
first time to the call of the roll and felt 
on their brows the fever of battle. 

Several who were present at the last 
yearly meeting were not ulong the number 
Who attended the services last nizhi, and 
when their names were called the only an- 
siwer was the silence of the tomb to which 
they had been committed. 

A bewutiful anthem by the choir, entitled 
“When Shades of Night.” followed the pre- 
jude by the organ and the entranee of the 
veterans into the church. 

This was followed with prarer and a 
reading of the scriptures by Dr. McDonald, 
the pastor of the Secoud Baptist church. 

Then came the roll call of the association 
by the secretary, Major J. F. Edwards. 

Dr Goodwin'’a Address. 


General Evans, in a neat speech, then 
introduced Dr. Ss. A. Goodwin, of Sa- 
rannah.- Ee referred to him as one of 
the bravest soldiers who had followed the 
red cross of the confederacy and who cur- 
ried on his bosom the iusignia of his valor, 
received on the battleficlds around Atlanta. 

The address of Dr. Gioodwin was lofty in 
thought and felicitous in expression. From 
beginning to end he held the unlivided ¢t- 
tention of the congregation, without a 
miinuscript or a note. He was ent iusiais- 
tic, eloquent and earnest, and bis fluent 
words as they came wiih easy diction from 
his lips seemed to melt into the heacts of 
every one as they listened with rapt at- 
tention. 

“Does it not tend to inflame the passions 
and renew the prejudices of war,” beyan 
the speaker, “‘to hold these yeariy me «t- 
mgs in honor of the dead? Dos it rot

“We do not have to go to ancient his- 
tory for grand achievements nor seek for 
heroism among the martyrs of Thermop- 
vine. Valor was not alone eonfined to 
Sparta por courmze the ornament ef an- 
ecient Greece. We find heroism as sub- 
lime avd courage as defiant among the 
soldiers of the south as was ever mani- 
fested in the annals of the world.” 

Dr. Goodwin spoke for about a half an 

hour and his tribute to the heroes of the 
south was replete with eloquence, while 
every sentence glowed and sparkled with 
heauty. He closed with the hope that, 
having fought the battles of the war, they 
would be as valiant in figh@®¢ the battles 
of the heart, that victe®™ } not failure 
would erown their effo 1 that when 
they should be called fr. p fellowship 
of earth they should m). iagain with 
their comrades “under the .gnde of the 
Trees. : 
A delightful solo by Miss Wtice McGill 
sueceeded the address of Dr. Goodwin, 
which was fellowed by a song from the 
eboir, “No Shadows Yonder.” 

Dr. Cleveland, the chaplain of the asso- 
ciation, then made a few remarks, after 
which he delivered «a short prayer in be- 
half of the surviving veterans, praying that 
Gol would be with them jn their declin- 
ing years and grant them ai! a delightful 
revision in heaven. 

Affer 2 hyrmm by the choir the benedic- 
tion was prononneced by Dr. Goodwin and 
the meeting was dismissed.

Her mortal career and the married ilfe 
which was 20 happly begun a few months 
before were ended—she s.ept in a coffin, her 
husband in «a wnurderer’s cef.

Bryan. 

The two atsters testified that they ‘had 
heard Herring threaten to kill hus young wife 
threo or four times. ‘They toid of the tn- 
stances, and said that he sald that he was 
mean enough to kili and get rid of her. Lhe 
marrted life of Ilerring and his wife was 
never happy. 

Very litte new evidence was brought out ay 
the inquest. the facts being pretty much the 
same as already published. 

The verdict of the jury was straightforward 
and to the point, It denned the killing as pre- 
meditated murder. The inquest lasted from 
2 o'clock to ha:f past 2 o'clock, and was at- 
tended by a large crowd, The veraict was 
about as expected in vipw of the evidence be- 
fore the jury. 
Be tlh gat AF a quiet day in jail. He was 
removed from the room in the front part of 
the building where he has been allowed to stay 
en account of his wound, and placed in a cell 
in the rock portion of the prison vesterday 
morning. He was not told of his wife 3 
death in words, bui the significance of the 
action was not lost upon bim and he knew 
that he wou!d have to answer to the charge of

Herring has been watching the condition of 
his wife with the interest of a man whose 
life’s at stake, and two or three days ago he 
said to the jater: 

“You won't tell me when my wife dics on 
accornt of mv condition.

And by this sign alone he was told. Shertff 
Barres went to the jail yesterday and gave 
orders that no one be allowed to talk ft) tier- 
ing on account of the pr&uner’s condifion.

SAM HOUSTON’S MYoTERY. 


It Is Explained by Une Who Is Familiar 
with the Case. 
From The St. Louis Republic. 

The inexplicable mystery which has hitherto 
hung about the tirst marriage and the separa- 
tion of General Sam Houston, the great war- 
rior-statesman, is entirely removed by the fol- 
lowing story related to Republic cor- 
respondent by Rev. W. D. Owen, a Presbyte- 
rian minister, who is here as the guest of a 
brother minister, having a few days age ar- 
rived from his home in Arcadia, La, Mr. 
Owen resided in the state of Tennessee for 
many years and during his residence there 
formed the acyuaintapce of a Mra. Williams, 
a cousin of Miss Allen, the young lady Hous- 
ton married. <A sirong feeling of affection ex- 
isted between the two cousins, aud Mra. Wil- 
liams, who was a parishioner of Mr. Owen, 
one day related to him the stery of the mur. 
riage and separation substantially as reisted 
to her by Miss Allen. Today Mr. Owen told 
the story to your correspondent as it was re 
lated to him. It was substantially as fol. 
lows: 

Previous to her engagement and marriage 
with Houston Miss Allen was ardently loved 
by a young man of the neighborhood, whose 
name Mr. Owen has forgotten. lle was a 
deserving young fellow, Wa, @brizht prospects 
before him, but was poor in se far as this 
world’s goods were concerned. He sought Miss 
Allen’s hand in marriage and was accepted. 
The marriage would tn all probability have 
taken place but for the strenuous objections 
interposed by the young lady’s parents. Hous- 
ton had already paid Miss Allen some atten- 
tion, which she reciprocated in a courteous 
manner, he being a man of great prominence 
in politics, the governor of the state, with 
prospects of still greater advancement.

When oll these festivities were over and 
the bride and groom repaired to their room to 
getber, Tlonston gave way. to bis agitation of 
mind and bluntly demanded of his bride why 
she paled and trembled during the performance 
of the nuptial rites. His wife burst into tears 
and refused to make any answer.

Though attired very much ip 
the manner of an Indian. his face so bronged 
from heat and exposure as to renore almo-:t 
every trace of his former Hikeness, be was 
yet recognized by an old-time friend, of whom 
he asked a few qnestions about Mrs. Houston. 
The friend told him how. immediately after 
the separation, she bad assumed the mourner’s 
garb and retired to a secluded spot in Nash. 
ville. where she had since lived in absolute 
retirement—almost the life of a recluse. It is 
said that Honston was deeply moved by his 
friend's recital and regretted he had acted go 
harshiy teward her. He would not listen to 
his friend's entreaties, however. to return, 
but continued his journey to Washington with- 
out further making his identity known in
